Mrs. Daniiger became nationally 
known during the war through her 
activities in the Red Cross.° She al- 
ways had been prominent in California 
society.

After the death of Mr. Canfield Dan- 
ziger became manager of the $8,000,- 
000 estate, one-fourth of which was 
bequeathed to his ay 
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Granted Divorce. 

On March 15, 1918, the Danzigers 
separated. In the divorce action which 
Mrs. Danziger instituted on Chris«c- 
mas eve of 1921 Danziger was charged 
with infidelity. Two women, whose 
names were not given, were mentioned 
in the complaint. 

Mrs. Danziger asked the custody cf 
her three children and restoration vf 
her maidén name.
